They say that #o.farvas they kn@w the 
visit of Willfam fk. Buchanan, director-gen- 
eral of the Pan-American Exposition, to St. 
Louis, has no conection with his ché@ice as 
director-general of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. ' 

“I will teh you why it is that Mr. Bu- 
chanan is coming to St. Louits,”’ said a 
prominent member of the committee on 
scope to the Post-Dispatch Friday morning. 
“He is coming at the suggestion of the 
committee on scope. 

“We needed the advice of an expert, and 
gO we extended an invitation to Mr. Bu- 
chanan.”’ 

Mr. Buchanan accepted the invitation and 
is expected in St. Louis next week. 
President Francis held a lengia 

tation Friday morning with Seth 
John Scullin and Julius Pitzmann. After 
the consultation it was reported that there 
might be a meeting of the committee on 
organization Saturday. 

President Francis stated, however, that 
he did not think a meeting would be called. 


Plans Made for 
a Grand Bazaar. ' 


The committee on concessions held a brief 
meeting Friday noon at the World's Fair 
headquarters. [t was called by Vice-Chair- 
man J. J. Wertheimer. esides Mr. 
Wertheimer the only members present were 
Messrs. Blanke and Wells. 

“We just talked over a few matters of 
detall,’’ said Mr. Wertheimer to the roat- 
Dispatch at the close of the meeting. 
“There is not much that we can do uniil 
the plans for the buildings are completed 
and we know just how much room we have 
and how it is to be arranged.”’ 

One of the matters discussed at the meei- 
ing was the plan first milked of a week ago 
for a mammoth bullding to be called the 
Grand Bazaar in which all things for sale 
on the Fair Grounds shall be sold. 

“Our idea,”’ said Mr. Wertheimer, “is to 
ask for a concession of at least 100,000 
square feet for this butiding. We shouid 
like to have 150,000 feet if we could get it.” 
The plan for the building is a result of 
the committee's observations at Buffalo. A 
similar +r is in use there, but it 
covers only about 15,000 square feet of 
ground. 

The idea is by having such a wanes to 

do away with the selling of any articles 
whatsoever in the buildings devoted to ex- 
hibits. The Grand Bazar would be like a 
great store. 
The present intention of the committee on 
concessions is to retain direct control of 
this building and manage the sale of ar- 
ticles itself. It would have charge of ai! 
receipts and expenditures. - 

This plan at present meets with more 
favor in the eyes of the committee than a 
plan which would involve the granting of 
concessions to private parties who shouid 
pace articles on sale there on their own 
account. 

For the second time in a week the 
World's Fair committee on Agriculture 
will met at 3:30 o'clock Friday afternoon 
at World's Fair headquarters. 

Details of the scope of the committees 
work will be discussed in accordance with 
the su stion of the executive committee 
made onday.

NOW AT THE CITY HOSPITAL 


PROMINENT FARMER NEAR TO 
DEATH’S DOOR. 


Believes Son and Daughter Are in St. 
Louis and He Constantly Prays 
to See Them Before the 
End Comes. 


Ben Cummins, a prominent farmer of 
Bonne Terre, Mo., is dying at the City Hos- 
pital. His constant prayer is for a reunion 
with his daughter, Edith, aged 19, and his 
son, Vernon, 20 years old, who, lured by 
the .attractions of city fife, deserted the 
farm several years ago. 

‘The missing children are supposed to be 
somewhere in St. Louts. 

Cummins is suffering from a cancer and 
can live, the physicians say, only a short 
time. 

He has received no tidings of either 
daughter or son, and, now that his end 1s 
near, he hopes they will come to see him. 

“I know,’ said Mr. Cummins to the Post- 
Dispatch, “that they are still alive, but I 
do not understand why I do not get word 
from them. 


Was Doing Well 
When They Left. 

“I was doing pretty well with the farm 
when they left me. Edith and Vernon al- 
ways longed to see the sights of St. Louis 
and I thought they would come back. 

“Yes, I heard from them once or twice. 
and about four or five months ago a friend 
of mine told me he had seen Edith in this 
city. 

“T am separated from my wife, who is 
now living here, and it may be they are 

ying with her. 

“T was taken sick 11 tmonths o, and 
have not been able to do any work since. 
I know if the Post-Dispatch will just pub- 
lish that I have a particular message for 
Edith and Vernon they will come to me.”’

Robert 8. Fosburg Faces 
Charge of Sister’s Murder. 


STARTLING ARRAY OF FACTS

STATE’S CASE CIRCUMSTANTIAL, 
BUT eps STRONG. 


The Gray-Haired Mottebiend Sisters of 
the Dead Girl Weep as Lawyer 
Retells the Story of 
the Tragedy.

PITTSFIELD, Mass., July 19.—The the- 
ory of the commonwealth that Robert Ste- 
wart Fosburg killed his sister May, while 


attempting to kfll his father, with.all the 
-allegations arrayed to support this assump- 
tion, has been placed before the jury be- 


fore whom the. young man is on trial for 


manslaughter. 
Already these two important facts have 


developed: 

1. The case of the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts is based entirely on circum- 
stantial evidence. 

2. Evidence tending to show that the shot 
which killed Miss Fosburg was fired at a 
distance of from seven inches to a foot in- 
stead of from a distance of several feet, as 
claimed by the defense, was excluded by 
Judge Stevens. 

Robdert Stewart Fosburg its in court with 
his wife. He is stylishly dressed in a dark 
gray sack suit. His short coat has a mili- 
tary dash about it. He is broad shouldered 
and well set up. His face is clean shaven. 
Its most marked feature is a long, sharp, 
straight nose with thin nostrils. His lips 


are thin and firmly compressed. His éyes 
are small and restless. His hair is black. 
He wears it parted ip the middle and 
brushed close down on the temples. His 
wife is a slight, pretty woman, in a white 
dress and a big summer hat. 

Fosburg senior, ruddy faced and. confi- 
dent, is present with his wife, the mother 
of the defendant. 

Mrs. Fosburg ts a gray-haired woman 
who wears a mourning veil and a little 
black bonnet. She is handsome and ma- 
tronly. She broke down but once during 
the day. That was when the stained and 
diecolored night dress her daughter wore 
on’ the night she was kiJed was shown to 
the jury. 

Judge Stevens, who js trying the case, is 
a medium-sized man, with a big, square 
head and a pair of twinkling eyes. His 
mustache is close cropped and gray. He 
wears, a black cutaway coat and a loosely 
tied white s tie. The judge carries a 
patmleaf fan and works it constantly. 

he theory of the prosecution is that on 
the night of the 19th of August young Fos- 
burg, instead of taking part._in the hymn 
singing and penvers in the Fosburg man- 
sion, put in the evening drinking, and that 
he returned and began to quarrel! with his 
wife. His father, who had been reading 
to the young wife, attempted to pacify his 
son, but his interference only had the ef- 
fect of increasing his rage, and then be- 
gan a fight that finally involved every 
member of the family. 

Accordigg to this theory young Fosburg 
broke away from his father, rushed to his 
bureau and took out his revolver. A. strug- 
gle for the weapon followed. 

Just then May Fosburg, whose influence 
over her brother was great. came in, and 
the revolver was discharged and she was 
killed, either by accident or by being mis- 
taken for her sister-in-law. 

By this theory the prosecution accounts 
for the bruises received by the senior Fos- 
burg, the fact that young Mrs. Fosburg’s 
night dress was torn to ribbons, and that 
both the Fosburg men were completely 
dressed, as they might not have been had 
they been aroused from their beds, as they 
sav, to a midnight fight with burglars. 

The state may rest if it shows that May 
Fosburg was slain by a bullet from her 
brother's revolver, that he had made con- 
tradictory statements to account for it, 
and that the story finally be demonstrated 
by physical facts to be untrue. This would 
shut out the possible scandal. 

The people's theory involves a swift con- 
spiracy of the family and a deliberate 
sowing of the neighborhood with false 
oe to carry out the pretense of a bur- 
giary. 

The Fosburgs say about these things that 
they are false {In premise, fact and deduc- 
tion. and that they will show that the 
burglar story is the truth and the alleged 
contradictions onlv tinaccuractes natural 
to the members of a family roused in the 
middle of the night to such a horror as 
came to them when their beautiful daugh- 
ter was killed.

Facts Arrayed by 
the State’s Attorney. 

The state’s attorney told the jury that 
the evidence would show that {ff burglars 
were in the Fosburg house they came in 
without revolvers and found one in the 
house. 

They passed by a gold watch, gold neck- 
lace, silver ornaments, a diamond cluster. 
and were satisfied in taking only an old 
pair of trousers, two pairs of socks and 
other valueless articles. There was no jll- 
will on the part of any one toward the 
family. The action of the defendant after

Christianity does 
not predominate, as it is said. Frequent 
wars are preof of this. However, the world 
is greatly influenced by pagan philosophy, 
and it is perhaps just as well, for a pagan 
is not an infidel. 

“I don't believe there is a student in this 
room who is orthodox. I hope not, at 
least.

LIGHT FALL IN ARKANSAS. 


The Outlook Appears to Be for a High- 
er Temperature and for a 
Cloudless Sky. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 19.—There was 
but little rain in the Bouthwest last night 
and indications for today and tomorrow are 
for fair and warmer weather, with possible 
local thunderstorms. 

Light scattering showers have fallen in 
western Missouri and southern Kansas, 
while at Wichita, Kan., a moderately heavy 
thunderstorm occurred last night. Enid, 
O. T., 8 miles south of the Kansas line, 
reports a light rain, which had not ceased 


at 7 o'clock this morning. 

Showers are also reported from ArkansaS. 

A higher temperature is predicted for 
Kansas City and vicinity tonight. and Sat- 
urday, and at 10 o'clock this morning this 
was borne out by the report of the local 
weather bureau, showing 91 degrees. This 
is three degrees hotter than 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning. 


EFFECT OF KAN SAS DROUTH. 


TOPEKA, July 19.—Gov. Stanley express- 
ed his view of Kansas drouth and crop 
conditions as follows: 

“The present drouth throughout the 
West has been very injurious and in Kan- 
sas has worked a practical destruction of 
the corn crop. There are certain portions 
of the state where the corn crop is in fair 
condition, and with seasonable rains Kan- 
sas might produce 50,000,000 bushels, but the 
latter part’of July and the month of 
August is always the trying period for the 
corn crop, and it may be considered a sub- 
stantial failure. But with the corn crop 
wholly eliminated. Kansas is in better 
shape this year than in many past years, 
and while the comparison affords no par- 
ticular cause for encouragement, it af- 
fords no ground for discouragement. 

“The value of our wheat crop will be 
equal to more than that of last year, 
which, in round numbers, was $42,000,000. 
Our live stock will be at. least $60,000,000; 
alfalfa and other forage crops, %,000,000; 
hav and grass, $3,000,000. This makes a 
total of $109,000,000 for farm products, not 
counting corn, oats, potatoes, fruit and 
many other things of which considerable 
quantities will be produced.

EARTHQUAKE SHOCK. 


FISH LEAVE CALIFORNIA COAST | 


Waters Have a Phosphorescent Gleam 
and Have a Fresh, Sweet 
, Taste. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 19.—Following 


the earthquake shocks that visited this 


coast last week, a peculiar phenomenon 


ihas developed in the waters of the Pacific. 
‘Within a distance of 6 miles along the Los 


Angelcs coast line the salty waters, hereto- 
fore clear and of the usual greenish color, 


have become a terra cotta red. 

This color line extends off the shore for 
several miles and is so distasteful to the 
fish family that they have gone far into 
the ocean to seek clearer waters. At night 
this colored sea water gives off a phos- 
phorescent Nght and as the long lines of 
waves roll, toss and strike the beaches, 
they cast a reflection that enables one 
to read average print. 

At certain points ~wn the beach the 
water has turned sweet. he theory is ad- 
vanced that the earthquake opened a fissure 
off the coast that forces fresh water and 
colored matter .to the surface. 

At any rate the color of the water is so 
changed that the poet who describes its 
white breakers would catch the yellow 
fever looking at the waves that cail to 
Santa Monica's shell-strewn beach, for ev- 
ery wave that has broken there in 48 hours 
has been red. It contains less poetry and 
more animalculae.

SAFEGUARDS AGAINST DROUT4. 


The Transmississippi congress in its resolutions touched up- 
on the subject of water storage to prevent drouth, suggested 
by the Post-Dispatch as a measure of precaution. 

The congress wants the government to provide for the irri- 
gation of arid lands, but, going beyond this, urges state 
and national legislation to encourage the construction of 
storage dams to increase the rainfall and prevent the dis 
astrous consequences of drouth. 

There is no doubt that much can be done to prevent drouth 
or in the event of drouth to mitigate its evil effects. Abun- 
dance of water falls during the year in that region affected 
by the prevailing drouth to supply the needs of farmers, if 
it were stored. A water supply can be pumped from streams 
or secured from artesian wells. 

A system of wells or reservoirs which would avert th: 
losses conBequent upon drouth would repay an enormou: 
cost. Individual farmers, wherever it is feasible, would fin: 
he construction of wells and reservoirs, making them inde 
pendent of the weather conditions, a paying investment. De 
vending wholly upon weather conditions for crops is too un- 
vertain for this age of intelligence and science. 

Surely if it pays to reclaim arid” lands by irrigation, it 
would pay to provide land usually well watered with water 
sufficient to prevent drouth disaster.

NO MOTIVE FOR THE CRIME 


THE DEED COMMITTED NEAR THE 
TOWN OF CANTON, ILL.

CANTON, Tl, July 19.—Mrs. George W. 
Lane, wife of a wealthy farmer, two miles 
north of this city, is the victim of a mys5- 
tearious murder. Alone at her home yester- 
day she was choked to death by a man, 
but as to who he is or what his motive 
Was no one here has been able to furnish 
the slightest clew. 

Until hours after the woman's body was 
found it was supposed that Mrs. Lane had 
succumbed to heart failure or some other 
sudden and fatal iliness. No one, not even 
her husband, suspected a murder, as the 
house had not been robbed and nothing 
about the victim indicated any reason for 
the crime Late in the evening positive 
proof that it was a case of murder devel- 
oped. 

The remarkable nature of the crime and 
its many peculiar features proved prob- 
lems which the friends of Mrs. Lane have 
been unable to solve. It is evident that 
the slayer chose his time carefully, after 
writing hours for the oppettunts to com- 
mit the murder.

Reports from Nebraska placed the damage to corn 
in thet state at 40 per ceut already, and that 
the southern tier of counties would not raise enough 
to feed 100 head of cattle.

FATHER CARDELLA IS DEAD. 


Famous Jesuit Has Had a Remarkable 
Career in His Work. 

NEW YORK, July 19.—Father Philip Car- 

della of the Jesuit Brotherhood, and whose 

career as a priest has been somewhat pic- 


turesque, is dead. 

He was found unconscious on the door- 
step of St. Francis Xavier College in this 
city and taken to St. Vincent's Hospital, 
where he died without recovering con- 
sciousness. He was connected with St. 
Francis Xavier's Church and had super- 
vision of the Convent of Mount St. Vin- 
cent. 

Father Cardella came from a prominent 
family in Italy. When 15 years old, in 1546, 
with his brother, who afterward became 
famous in Rome, he entered the Jesuit or- 
der. He spent several years in study and 
after his ordination taught ethics, Scrip- 
ture and moral theology. 

When the Jesuit bre nm were expelled 
from Italy Father Cardella went first to 
pain, where many of the expatriated 
riests took refuge, and after oming 
thoroushiy familiar with the language. 
went to South America, where his order 
was just obtaining a foothold. He took 
a. leading part in church work, having 
founded many Jesuit monasteries, a labor 
fraught with much danger in revolutionary 
times. 

He went to Mexico, where he continued 
his work. and finally came to New York, 
about 20 years ago.

BELLEVILLE’S PLIGHT IS BAD 


WATER COMPANY’S MEN PRE- 
VENTED FROM LAYING PIPE. 


City Is Without Adequate Protection 
in Case of Fire and Only Private 
Houses Are Supplied With 
Water. 


The water question remains the upper- 
most issue at Belleville, Ill., and ig the all- 
prevailing topic among the citizens of the 
town. It is talked on the streets, in the 
business houses, in the homes, and in all 
public places. 

The situation is critical and the relations 
between the city and the Deep Well Water 
Co. seriously strained. 

Following upon the _ injunction 
granted private consumers against the wa- 
ter company vy Judge Benjamin R. Bur- 
roughs late Wednesday evening, Supt. 
Charles BH. Slocum served notice on Fire 
Chief William Nebgen Thursday that the 
water company would not furnish the city 
with fire pressure or water in cage of fire, 


and that the city would be compelled to 
seek elsewhere for pressure, water and 
means with which to do battle with fires. 
Superintendent Slocum also notified Mayor 
John B. Hay that the water furnished the 
city buildings which include the city hall, 
police stations and market square, Jackson 
street and West Belleville engine houses, 
would be shut off, and a supply no longer 
furnished the city for any purpose. 
According to the ultimatum of the water

Fire Chief Nebgen cannot pump from the 
fire hydrants because the fire fighting ap- 
paratuses are without the proper suction, 
Slocum declares the 
city would not be allowed to use the fire 
hydrants in case of fire, even if the en- 
gines could pump therefrom. He also says

terns with water from the water company & 
plant, and upon the first attempt to do so 
the veater will be shut off at the tower. 

Water rental of the city ceased yester- 
day, when the company shut off the water 
at the citv buildings. Mayor Hay and the 
five aldermen who are supporting him. in 
his fight against the water company take 
the position that the company, by shuttin 
off the city’s supply of water; has violat 
its franchise. 


City’s Action 
Not Announced. 
What ettion will be taken by the city in 
relation thereto was not announced. 
The final hearing of the private consum- 
ers’ injunction proceedings will be had at 


the Semptember term of the Circuit Court. 
Until then the temporary injunction will be 
in full force and effect. Mayor Hay stated 
this morning that he was well pleased with 
the injunction issued by Judge Burroughs, 
as it protects the citizens and prevents any 
interference with the operation of indus- 
tries. It was of the exact character Mayor 
tiay had expected would be granted.

THE STRENGTH OF THE NATION 


Wonderful Resources of the Territory, 
the Acquisition of Which St. Louis 
Will Celebrate in 1903. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Colo., July 19.— Henry 
R. Whitmore of St. Louis read before the 
Transmississippi Commercial Congress a 
paper written by Walter B. Stevens, sec- 
retary of the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion. ; Pi 

It was entitled, “The Louisiana Pur- 
chase, the Transmississippi.” Extracts 
from it are as follows: 

“On the day that followed the signing of 
the Louisiana purchase treaty at Paris, 
Napoleon said to Marbois, his minister of 
State: 

“* “This uisition of territory strength- 
ens forever the power of the United States.’ 

“The words sound well and of mighty im- 
port. It is doubtful, however, if Napolece 
realized any more than in a very small 
degree what they meant. 

“Quite recently, based upon the United 
States census reports, a returns from | 
the various state governments, a compila- | 
tion has been made of values in the pur- | 
chase states and territories. 

“It appears that the taxable wealth of 
the territory which Napoleon sold to this 
country for $15,000,000 is now $6,616,.642,829. 
a figures are almost beyond comprehen- | 
sion. 

In this territory there are now under 
cultivation 165,878, acres. The value of | 
these is $3,193,461,299. This means an aver-. 
age valuation for this mighty domain in| 
cultivation of $20 an acre. 
The farm products including the live- 
steck within the limits of this territory, | 
make a total of $1,876,184,431. ’ 

It is quite common to speak of agficul-| 
tural products as the great feature of the 
Louisiana purchase territory. This is true 
in that agricultural wealth leads all other 
forms, but there is a surprise and subject | 
for congratulation in the rapid growth of | 
manufactures within these 14 states and | 
territories. The value of these manufac- | 
tures has reached the magnificent total of 
$1,006,322,611.. Manufactures have crept up 
on the value of farm products until their 
value stands equa! to over one-half of the 
total returns from the farms, not even ex- 
cepting the live stock. 

rom the land in cultivation, the farm 
products and the manufactures, this great 
bulk of wealth, $6,616,642,829, is obtained. 

Mineral products count for $259,909,128. 
quarter of a billion dollars in mineral prod- 
ucts constitutes no mean item on the cred- 
it side of the Loulsiana purchase ledger.
